Derroir (Mi¢b.,) Aug. 3.—| By the 
Associated Press.) The ;tweyty-fifth 
annual encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Kepubiic will formally 
open tomorrow forenvon, when Com-

Today has been the reception day of 
the encampment, It is estimated that 
there are 80,000 visitors in the city to- 
night, but.the great crowd is not ex- 
pected until tomorrow morning. 

There is strongrivalry in the race 
for position of National Commander- 
in-Chief, but thus farit has been in 
the nature of afriendiy competition, 
and is unmarked by strife. ‘The lead- 
ing candidate of allthose mentioned 
in last night’s dispatches, is acknowl- 
edged to be Col. Weissert of Milwau- 
kee. 


The main tight for the location of 
the next encampment is between 
Washington, D, ©., and Lincoln, Neb., 
with the chances in favor of the 
former. “H? M. Bisbuell of the Lincoln 
delegation says Liacoln is the center 
of a vast territory in which reside 
300,000 veterans, all of whom would 
prefer Lincoln to Washington or any 
other city. ‘“*‘We bave the support of 
South Dakota, Kansas, lowa, Colorado 
and other States,’”’ said he, we 
shall see delegates as fast as possible 
from other States.”’ 

No arrivals at the Central depot 
created more excitement: today than 
the Georgia and Florida departments. 
‘There were 150 im the lavuer delega- 
tion, and nearly all were vedecked in 
hats of not only curious cvustruction, 
but made of natura! seaweed.

THE IMMIGRATION INQUIRY. 


Investigations Made Abroad—What 
3 a Mormon Elder Says. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}] A dispatch from the 
United States Immigration Commis- 
sion nowin Europe to the Treasury 
Department states that the chairman, 
Col, Weber, and Dr. Kempster have 
gone to Russia by wuy of Germany, 
wherethey are now prosecuting in- 
quiries. Commissioners Cross, Powd- 
erly and Shulties will carry on inquiries 
in Great Britain and the southern por- 
tion of the continent. The dispatch 
indicates that a large amount of valu- 
able information is being collected, no 
obstacles being interposed oflicially or 
otherwise to the investigations which 
are being made. 

In an interview between the commiza- 
sioners and a Mormon elder in charge 
of Mormon emigrants at Liverpool, 
that otlicial, who was acting in the 
place of Brigham Young, Jr., stated 
that while he and all Mormons believed 
polygamy to be right, yetas the United 
States Supreme Court had decided the 
anti-polygamy law constitutional, the 
Mormon church had adopted: rules 
against its practice in the 
United States, and all Mormon 
converts abroad are so informed before 
embarkation for America. Ie further 
stated that whenever the question was 
asked converts were assured of the 
rightfulness of polygamy, but of the 
legal impossibility of its being prac- 
'tTeéd at present in the United States or 
Great Britain; also that they must not 
go to America if they do not obey the 
law and abstain from polygamous mar- 
riages.

THE TEMPLE BLOCK MATTER 


The Hills Water Supply Further Dis- 
cussed—The Broadway Matter 
again Postponed-—Street 
and Bridge Work. 


The City Council metin regular weekly 
session yesterday morning at the usual time 
and place, and every ward being repre- 
sented. 

After the usual preliminaries had been 
disposed of, the monthly reports of the fol-

The report of the City Attorney was rend 
and disposed of as tollows: 

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 

To the honorable the City Council of 
Los Angeles—GENTLEMEN: I have pfe- 
pared and present herewith an ordinance 
designating a portion of Los Angeles street 
to be used as a market for the sale of farm 
products, Ihave not, however, exempted 
this business from paying a license as di- 
rected by you, as Lam of the opinion that 
the same would be such a discrimination 
against Chinese and other vegetable ped- 
diers and dealers as to nake the same illegal. 
Action deferred until the afternoon session. 

In the miatter of the petition of J. H. 
Bryant and others, respecting the opening 
of Ward street, | would advise that the 
same be fiied pending negotiations with 
the St. Paul’s Church peopie. Received and 


ed, 

Inthe matter of the petition of J. D. 
Eagon and others, respecting the opening of 
Tenth street through the Bunnie Brave tract, 
1 have seen Mr. Rendall, who closed up the 
same, and have been informed by him that 
he wili open the street upon his return from 
San Francisco; 1 would therefore advise 
that the petition be filed, pending Mr. Ren- 
dall’s return, 

Inthe matter of the petition of J. C. 
Zahn, respecting certain claims for damages 
to lots in the Mott tract, 1 would advise that 
the same be referred to the City Engineer 
to carefully examine into the facts alleged 
in said petition and report them back to 
me. Adopted.

1 have made an examination of the rac- 
ords in regard to the location of Temple 
Block, with reference to Main and Spring 
streets, and find that the city deeded tha lot 
upon which this block now stands to John 
Temple on May 3, 1855, and that a plat of 
the lot of ground accompanied the deed 
and was referred to therein fora more par- 
ticular description of the lot. This plat, 
which was inade by George Hansen, shows 
that the lot was 350 feet on Main street, 
365 2-3 feet on Spring street, 4814 feet across 
the end at the jun@tion of Spring and Main 
streets and 169}4¢*feet upon an alley on 
the south, which alley was 33% feet wide 
and is shown aiso upon the Ord map, and 
the south line thereof being the north line 
of the present Court street, consequently 
the lot deeded to Temple commenced 
oon feet north of the present line 
of Cou?t street and ran thence along Main 
street 350 feet, including all the old Court- 
house property and what is now Market 
street. The boundaries of this lot are well 
defined and there c.n be very little un- 
certainty, ifany, in locating it upon the 
ground, In January, 1859, Mr. Temple 
propesed to the city to build a market house 
on the south end of the lot, leaving a street 
sixty feetin width on eéach side of the 
building and to lease the same to the city 
for ten years. The city accepted this propo- 
sition and Courtand Market streets, asthey 
now exist, were laid out and the market 
house (nuw old Courthouse) was erected. 
In April, 1870, Mr. Lecovreur made a 
grading map of the by order of the 
City Council, upon which is shown the 
property in that vicinity. Market street, 
Court street and the old market house being 
showp, as well as the buildings upon the 
Temple lot, an adobe building being shown 
upon the end of the lot at the junution of 
Spring and Main streets. This map shows 
that the buildings as they existed upon 
the lot at that time were within the limits 
of the lotas it was deeded by the city. 
There is also shown the dotted line running 
around the outside of the building on Main 
street and across the junction, which is 
evidently intended to sh. w the line of the 
porches or corridors. I underst:ind that 
the present Temple Block was erected 
about 1872, and that the building was then 
built out to the outside line of the porch 
or corridors at the junction, taking in the 
sidewalk. ‘This is so, aS a survey 

sshows that it 
extends out in the street at the junction of 
Main and Spring, and is now outside of the 
lot deeded by the city 10.39 feet at the 
corner of Spring street, and 948 feet at the 
corner of Main street, ‘Titie cannot be 
acquired to a street by occupation, no mat- 
ter for how longatime,and I «am of the 
opinion thatthe pudiic interest demands 
that that portion of the building which is 
in the street should be removed. 
‘ C. McFARLAND. 

Upon motion of Councilman ‘rults, the 
report was adopted, and the City Attorney 
was instructed to at once commence pro- 
ceedings tocompel the removal of that 
portion of the building which is built on 
the street.

In the matter of the petiien of S. B.

THE HILLS WATER QUESTION. 

At this juncture the proceedings were in- 
terrupted by the appearance of a delegation 
of West Enders, headed by C. M. Welle, who 
expressed a desire to be heard on thé sub- 
ject of the inadequate water supply on the 
hills, ‘The desired permission having been 
obtained, Mr. Wells stated that the people 
residing on the hills had been without water 
since July “1, until Saturday night last. 
Meanwhile, pine houses had burned to the 
ground, The people on'the hills had often 
appealed for help, and had receivéd only

ing its own system of water, and that woulda 
settle the whole difficulty. 

Another delegate stated that the pipes on 
the hills were too small to furnish the neces- 
sury supply, but Councilman Innes replied

& pressure sufficient for the supply of water, 

After some debate upon the subject, 
Councilman Innes moved that the matter

The same member aiso moved that the 
Chief of the Fire Department and the Fire 
Commissioners be instructed to provide the 
hill district immediately with abundance of 
hose and Cart, and to locate the same on 
First street between Belmont avenue and 
Yarnell! street, or in some central location; 
also, thatthe Chief and commissioners be 
instructed to place a hydrant on Temple 
ae | between Union avenue and Alvarado 
stree 

President Bonsall said that the so-called 
Citizens’ Water Company was n%t a corpo- 
ration at all, and in his opinion the proper 
solution of the problem was for the city to 
acquire the whole system. ‘The matter was 
now in the bands of& special committee of 
the Council, and they were in negoti tion 
with the bundholiders to see what could be 
done about the purchase of the bonds. If 
they would cut down their price to about 
what they were worth, an arrangement 
could prebably be had, He hoped the com- 
mittee would be ready to report atthe next 
meeting. 

Councilman Innes replied that he was 
confident that the committee would be able 
to report at the next meeting. 

Councilman McGarry said that as far as 

rotection from fire was concerned ‘the 
oard of Fire Commissioners was figuring 
on a chemical engine, which would be 
piaced on the hills as soon as possible, 
STREET AND SEWER WORK. . 

The subject was then dropped and the 
report of the Board of Public Works was 
resumed. Action upon the recommenda- 
tion that the petition of W. S. James, for 
permission to grade in tront of bis property 
op Burlington avenue, be granted provided 
he put in a good cement curb, was deferred 
one week on motion of Councilman Me- 
yarry. 

A number of bids for sewer work were 
received, opened and referred to the Sewer 
Committee. Two bids were also received 
for the supply of 120 tens of hay, but one of 
them being unsigned and the accompanying 
check being uncertified, it was rejected and 
that of G. Kimball was accepted, on 
motion of Coynciiman Khodes. 

A VETO MESSAGE. 

A message was read from the Mayor re- 
turning the ordinamce providing for the 
employment ofan engineer for the City 
Hall, unsigned, for the reason that the 
Salary of the engineer is fixed at $100 per 
mouth. His Honor states that he is unable 
to discover what eguity is in paying 
the engineer at thé City Hall $100 and re- 
ducing the salary of the engineers in the 
fire department from $90 to #85. They ar 
on duty twenty-four hours every day, Suu- 
days and holidays inciuded. The engineer 
at the City Hall, by this new ordinance, 
will be on duty eleven hours—on such days 
only as the elevator ruans—not on Sundays 
or holidays. ° 

Upon motion of Councilman Nickell, the 
vote by which the ordinance had been 
passed w.s reconsidered, and it was then 
passed, notwithstanding the objections of 
the Mayor, bya voteof 8 to 1, President 
Bonsa!! alone voting negatively. 

Councilman Rees remarked that the 
Mayor appeared to overlook the fact that 
though the-engiveer was only suppesed to 
work eleveo hours per day under the ordi- 
nance, he was bound te be on hand at least 
two hours earlier every morning in order to 
getup steam, He was also compelled to 
remain after 8:30 every bight to attend to 
his duties, and as he was under,contract to 
keep the machinery in repair, he would 
frequently have to work ali day Sunday.

“I have discovered the most peculiar 
tree pest that has yet put in an appearance 
in the orchards of Southern California,” 
said H. R. Brown of No. 212 Boyd street to 
a Times man yesterday. And from what 
the reporter saw on a number of trees 
visited itis evident that Mr. Brown has 
made a discovery of some kind, but as to 
the new bug’s ability to do damage among 
the orchards there is considerable mystery. 
So far as can be learned from observation, 
the pest has only made its appearance on 
walnut trees. A number of orchards were 
visited, but nota sign of the spider scale— 
for tt evidently belongs to the spider family 
--could be found on,any trees except the 
walnut, and all of the walnut trees are more 
or less affected. . 

‘The spider, which is a littie red insect not 
much larger than a _ pin’s point, begins to 
weave its web among the lower branches, 
and one of the little things seems to lay 
millions of eggs in the open web. Ina few 
hours they hatch and are full grown and 
ready for business at once, ; 
They travel rapidly from branch to branch 
and in a couple of days the tree is covere 
with a fine web and millions of the pests. 
They work from the under part of the leaf, 
and as soon as the whole surface is covered 
with web the leaf dies and falls, but as far 
as can be seen the wood is not injured, but 
it is probable that as soon as the spiders get 
through with the leaves they will goto work 
on the branches and fruit. 

On a few trees the young walnuts have 
been attacked, and in every case the fruit 
has died. 

‘The spider is alittle red insect and can 
hardiy be seen withoutthe aid of a giass. 
lt is of a bright red color, and is very active, 
There isone good thing about the spider, 
it cannot stand water, and the chances are 
thatif spray is usedon all the trees at 
once it can soon be disposed of.

. |THE WEST SIDE WATERWORKS. 


A committee of West Side residents 
appeared before the Council yesterday 
and entered a vigorous protest against 
the inadequate service of the Citizens’ 
Water Company, urging the advisa- 
bility of a public system to supply that 
portion of the city with water. It was 
stated by one of the delegation that, 
since July 1, the hill section has been 
without waterat night and that dur- 
ing that time nine houses have been 
burned. 

The public, being already pretty well 
advised of the shortcomings of the 
Citizens’ Water Company and the long 
suffering of the consumers, will be dis- 
posed to side with the latter in their 
desperate complaint. Clearly, some- 
thing must be done to help the West 
Side people out of their unpleasant di- 


.| lemma, or the entire city will suffer 


with them in their misfortune. The 
only wonder is that some drastic meas- 
ures were not insisted on long ago by 
the people who -have been made the 
victims of such inefficient service. 

To begin with, the water furnished 
by the Citizens’ Water Company is 
frequently not fit for a human being 
to putin bis mouth. Doubtless at its 
source of supply the water is pure 
enough, but it runs through several 
miles of open ditch, meandering 
among cow-corrals and pig-sties, and 
it is befouled in a hundred different 
ways before it reaches the reservoir. 
We know of many families in the bill 
section who for along time have pur- 
chased water for domestic use by the 
gallon, because they did not dare to 
drink that furnished them through the 
pipes. 

In the second place the quantity fur- 
nisbed is notoriously inadequate. For 
a month or two past it has been the 
practice of the water company to cut 
off the supply about 6 or 7 o’clock in 
the evening, and not curn it on again 
until about 6 o’clock in the morning. 
This was done to enable the pumps to 
fill the reservoir during the night s0 
that the service might hold its own 
with the consumption of the following 
day. In this matter of short supply the 
trouble is not with the source, but it is 
owing to the incapacity of the system. 
The ditch cannot carry water enough 
to meet the demands upon it, and if it 
could the pumps have not the capacity 
to elevate it to the reservoir, and if a 
good quantity of water were in the 
reservoir, there would still be a lament- 
able deficit in the service pipes. 

The people of the West Side will 
make a grave mistake if they accept 
any temporizing measures from the 
Citizens’ Water Company in this amer- 
gency. The fact that the supply has 
been somewhat augmented by a provi- 
sional connection with one of the 
pipes of the City Water Company doss 
not meet the situation at all. The 
people who reside on the hills are en- 
titled to pure water all along the line, 
and they are entitled to a guaranty 
that their supply will always be plenti- 
ful. This can never be secured through 
the present system. 

As a matter of justice to the West 
Siders, who have built up one of the 
most delightful portions of the city, 
whose assessments run up into the 
millious and who anagually pay tens of 
thousands of dollars into the public 
treasury, the municipality should see 
to it that they have a good and suf- 
ficient water supply. If the Citizens’ 
Water Company has forfeited jts 
rights (as seems pretty evident) its 
franchise should be revoked. Then 
the system should be purchased for 
what is worth, or condemned, and, 
when acquired by the city, it should be 
thoroughly overhauled, reconstructed 
and enlarged. Failing to secure the 
present system, anew one should be 
built. 

If the city is ever going to. acquire 
water system of its own the time is 
ripe fora beginning. Such a begin- 
ning might be made with the West 
Side service. In 1894, the lease of the 
City Water Company in the lower sys- 
tem will expire, and then the question 
must be decided whether the munici- 
pality will take the works at their cost 
or whether a new lease and franchise 
shall be granted to the corporation. It 
is high time to begin to face 
these propositions if anything is 
to be done with them. The whole 
qpestion, it will be found, is inextrica- 
bly bound up together, and no part of 
the city can afford to see another part 
suffer from an inadequate water supply. 
It the city now steps in and does its 
duty by the western hills it will be so 
much better prepared to meet. the 
more important issue which will be 
presented two and a half or three years 
hence. 


WHY NOT STARCH ? 


The counties of Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino, San Diego and Orange 
have produced this year a vast surplus 
of potatoes. ‘Thousands of carloads 
have been shipped: to’ the East and 
probably one-half or one-third as 
many more were left undug or other- 
wise sacrificed by growers or dealers. 
It is tobe hoped that those who have 
suffered financial loss through the 
overstocking of markets will not be 
discouraged. The capabilities of the 


and the only fault lies in an insuffi- 
ciently organized traffic. Given a few 
years to establish the channels of trade 
with a little more worldly wisdom in 
manazing markets and.as large a crop 
us the present year’s can Le disposed of 
easily. 

Then there is the question of manu- 
factures. If Southern California is 
going to be such a potato-growing 
country, why is it not a good place in 
which to establish starch factories? 
Some New Hampsbire settlements de- 
rive nearly their entire revenue from 
this industry, and are well-to-do.

States and Territories pay annually for 
their supply of starch, but it musf run 
up to a handsome sum. Now the 
sensible thing to do is to man- 
ufacture on this Coast enough 
starch to stiffen all the frills and all 
the shirt fronts west of the Rocky 
Mountains, and for this purpose keep 
our potatoes at home Onda save freight 
both ways—first on the raw material, 
second on the manufactured product. 
It was once said of the English 
peopie that they sold a hide fora 
shilling and bought back the tail for a 
pound. That is largely what ails 
California today. It is a country 
of the greatest possibilities—so 
great, in fact, that when it does its 
level best it swamps the markets. The 
trouble is with the people who have 
not yet learned to utilize these vast 
capacities of production and make the 
most of them. They sacrifice their im- 
mense productions on a glutted mar- 
ket and buy all their manufactured 
supplies at a good round price. As 
long as this condition of affuirs lasis 
we may look for disasters in produc- 
tion aod a shortage in our cash-box.

It is doubtful whether the prompt 
and businesslike course of the ladies’ 
Friday Morning Club in waiting upon 
the Teachers’ Commitiee of thé@Board 
of Education and asking some very 
awkward three-cornered questions will 
have the effect of restoring certain 
displaced teachers to the force; but 
there may be some good results never- 
theless. The ladies will have suc- 
ceeded at least in turning an electric 
light with a pretty strong reflector upon 
some of the purposes and methods 
which are creéping into the public 
school system. For some time there 
has been a prevalent belief that a polit- 
ical iagan important adjunct in 
a teacher’s qualifications. It has been 
urged that the possession of this 
jewel by some, and the lack of it 
by ,others, is the real reason 
why some young, inexperienced girls 
have been appointed to positions su- 
perior in rank and galary to those held 
by veteran teachers who had demon- 
strated the best of qualifications, It 
has even been hinted that the ‘‘pull’’ 
bas had to do with droppthg some good 
teachers from the roll without assign- 
ing a reason therefor, and filling their 
places with new teachers. If the too 
frank acknowledgment by one of the 
committeemen that there are now on 
the force ten teachers more than re- 
quired is a fact, then it must have 
been a series of very strong “pulls’’ 
which induced the board to employ so 
many supernumeraries. The board is 
supposed to be economizing with en- 
ergy; it has cut down salaries 
almost all along the line. Why should 
it employ ten unnecessary teachers? 
No wonder the indiscreet member felt 
a twitch at his coat tail when he was 
making this admission; no wonder he 
failed to dwell upon it to any ‘great 
extent, 

The fact is, there is a strong tend- 
ency to make the public school 
department a cog-wheei in the political 
machine of the city. This may be 
shrewd politics—but we doubt it—yet 
it is bad for the public schools. The 
moment that a “‘pull’’ or any other 
consideration except efficiency and 
good character comes in to determine 
who sball teach our schools, that 
moment a deadly blow is struck at the 
department. The people of Los An- 
geles cannot afford to see such a state 
of affairs inaugurated, and we mistake 
their temper if they tamely submit to 
it very long. 

It is conceded in every land that the 
courts must be, so far as possible, non- 
partisan, because the courts have our 
lives and our property in their keep- 
ing. By the same token, the schools 
have our children in their keeping, 
and the children are of as much im- 
portance as our lives and our property. 
We cannot afford to let the schools be 
prostituted to the base ends of ward 
politics any more than we can afford 
to let the courts be thus prostituted. 

If the ladies of the Friday Morning 
Club have succeeded in attracting 
public attention to such an impending 
state of affairs, perhaps they have 
builded better than they think. 
Whether they right a past or present 
wrong or not, they may point the way 
to areform which shall be sweeping 
and permanent. The public are very 
apt to mark any professional politician 
who pops upin the Board of Educa- 
tion, “camp on his trail’? and bury him 
very deep the next time they have 
occasion to project a land -slide,

Salt Islands. 

Avery’s celebrated salt island in 
Louisiana hasarival. Carmen Island 
lies in the Gulf of California, some five 
miles from the peninsula. It is only 
nineteen miles long by six broad, but 
it is one of the most valuable small 
islands in the world, as it contains 
immense deposits of pure, white, nat- 
ural salt. It is owned by James 
Viosca, a Spanish-American, who went 
to Lower California thirty years ago. 
He resides.at La Paz, but spends much 
of his time on the isiand superintend- 
ing the salt mines. The salt de- 
posits cover a surface of 1000 acres. 
About one-third of this acreage is a 
mass of pure, clean, white salt; the re- 
mainder is covered simply with a laver 
of soil, brought there by rains from: 
the adjacent mountains, and also in 
places with a thin cuating of coral, all 
of which, when removed, show the 
pure, white salt beneath. The salt de- 
posits in this basin have proved by 
uctual investigation to be fourteen 
feet in thickness, but it is hard to 
work at any depth below thesurface as 
the briny water seeping through 
creates a new layer of salt of from five 
to eight inches in thickness in fifteen 
days. The most remarkable thing 
about this deposit is the fact that 
although the salt has been taken from 
this basin for ages, the surface of the 
lake has never been lowered, but 
always retaius the same level. ;

PULLMAN COMPANY. 


Allegations of Gross Overcharges— 
An Action That May Affect _ 
Many Roads in Vari-« 
ous Ways.

CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] There was filed in the 
United States Circuit Court this after- 
noon a suit that may in various ways 
affect many railroads. It isa bill in 
equity filed by the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railroad Company against 
the Pullman Palace Car Company, for 
an accounting under a contract made 


secured from thirty to forty-five palace, 
dining and sleeping cars, . The 
roud charges that the Pullman 
Company, under the contract 
for maintaining the cars, 
charges that were grossly excessive 
and frauduient. An accounting is 
sought and an injunction restraining 
the Pullman Company from prosecut- 
ing its action at law against the road 
for $1,000,000, now pending in court. 


such proportion of the general ex- 
penses of the car compauy as the num- 
ber of tars upon its line bore to the 
whole number of cars run by the Pull- 
man Company, but the bill shows that 
the charges according to this agree- 
ment were $2621 on each car for one 
month, and if this was a pro rata 
charge, the amount retained by the 
Pullman Company from all companies 
it had contracts with, must have been 
$1,218,888 per annum. 

Regarding the enormous amount 
paid to porters and conductors accord- 
ing to the Pullman Company’s bills the 
railroad company asserts that there 
was never any detailed statement made 
of wages paid these employés. The 
cost of manufacturing the cars is gone 
into and the bills for cost of the cars 
in question, itis asserted, are greatly 
in excess of the actual cost. 

Edward Walker, counsel for the 
road, said this evening: “This suit 
will never be settled out of court and 
we intend to see if we cannot bring 
this company to a proper recognition 
of therights of our company. It has 
never acted fairly and squarely in 
the matter of expenses, and we intend 
that it shall be compelled to account 
for everything. State legislatures have 
sent committee after committee to in- 
vestigate the Pullman Company, but 
each time the old report of everything 
being absolutely perfect and right is 
made. Itis about time the people and 
railroads of tne country Knew how 
affairs in the Pullman Company are 
being managed.

eles. The church dignitaries are in- 
terested observers. This question, itis 
believed, will be the pivot of the pol- 
joy both of the Italian government 
and of the Vatican, There is good 
authority for the statement that 
the Italian government bas sent 
explicit instructions to its representa- 
tives abroad to prevent the conclave 
from being held away from Rome. It 
dreads above all things a foreign Pope 
and a conclave away from the Eternal 
City. All Italian confidential nego- 
tiations with the great powers are be- 
lieved to be inspired by this dominat- 
ing idea that Italy will respect and 
aoteweard the liberty of the conclave, 
and therefore no nation should offer 
hospitality to the Sacred College 
should the cardinals @lecide to 
hold the conclave elséwhere than 
at Rome. The reason for this is 
manifest. Should any change take 
place the government would find itself 
confronted with an entirely new situa- 
tion. This would be unknown, and 
the Italian government fears the 
unknown. 

The reopening of the pontificial ques- 
tion morally and diplomatically, 
ecclesiastically and politicalry, as it 
would be opened, is what the Italian 
government wishes sto prevent at any 
price. 


A SPANISH RISING. 


An Outbreak Fomented by Bourse 
Speculators. 

BARCELONA, Aug. 3.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Great excitement 
was causedin this city last night by 
what was for a time believed to be a 
revolutionary movement on the part 
of the repulican party, but which sub- 
sequently proved to be a desperate at- 
tempt onthe part of certain specula- 
tors on the beurse to bring about a de- 
cline in the price of securities dealt in 
upon the exchange. For foolhardy 
pene the scheme has never been 
equalled by desperate speculators in 
this or any other country. 

A band of fifteen men armed with 
rifles and revolvers cautiously ap- 
proached the buildings and attempted 
to surprise the guards, it being tbeir 
intention to force their way into the 
barracks. ‘The sentries discovered the 
approach of the men, whom they 
ordered to halt. The men made arush 
upon the sentries, trust:ng in the con- 
fusion which would follow that they 
could force their way into the barracks. 
As they ran toward the sentries they 
delivered a volley frouf their weapons 
and some guards fell to the ground 
wounded. The other sentries, how- 
ever, answered the volley with a fusil- 
lade from their rifles. For a short 
time a regular battle was fought anda 
number on both sides were wounded. 
Meantime officers stationed at the bar- 
racks summoned the troops to arms 
and in a very short time the attacking 
party was surrounded. Resistance 
was useless and the whole party was 
placed under arrest. They will be 
tried by court-martial and the chances 
are they will all be shot.

Election Mixed. 


Farmers Seem to Have Captured the 
State Legislature. 


The People’s Party without the Alli- 
ance Polled 20,000 Votes. 


Straight Democrats ina Minority In 
the Legisiature—The Third 
Party People Well . 
Satisfied. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
LovuIsvILLE (KY.,) Aug. 3.—[By the 
Associated Press.| With a quiet elec- 
tion Kentucky today elected a State 
ticket, adopted a constitution and 
chose a Legislature. The State offi- 
cers elected are: Governor, John 
Young Brown of Henderson; Lieuten- 
ant Governor, M. C. Alford of Lexing- 
ton; Attorney-General, VW. J. Hen- 
drick of Flemingsburg; and Auditor, 
Treasurer, Superintendent of Public 
lnstructiou, Register of the Land 
Office and Clerk of the Court of Ap- 
peais. All are Democrats and goin by 
majorities ranging from 20,000 to 


40,000. 

The Republican party has not had 
in A. T. Wood of Mt. Sterling so 
aggressive and popular a candidate as 
Bradley was four years ago, and the 
Democratic majority wiil probably 
show an increase. Returns are now 
in, however, from only fifty out of 119 
counties, and the returns are not full 
from these. 

The new Constitution has carried, 
andthe majority for it is placed at 
anything from 50,000 to 100,000. The 
heavy majority for it is a great sur- 
prise to its opponents. These have 
included some of the best-known and 
ablest public men in the State, includ- 
ing Senator Carlisle and Gov. Buckner. 
The People’s party bas polled about 
20,000 votes. These have come mostly 
from the Republican ge? and from 
four cities. hile the alliance was 
supposed to be back of the People’s 
party, it has done very little for 1t on 
account of the dissensions which arose 
last January, and which caused the 
retirement from the alliance of its 
president, 8. B. Erwin, the People’s 
party candidate. Tre alliance has 
devoted itself to the  Legisla- 
ture, and probably has _practi- 
cal control of that body, and 
so will control the revision of 
the laws under the new Constitution. 
In only a few instances has the al- 
liance put out candidates in opposi- 
tion to the Democratic nominations. 
So while the Legislature will be nomi- 
nally Democratic, it will have strong 
allianve affiliations and tendencies. 
The Prohibition party had a full 
‘ticket in the field, but have polled a 
very light vote. 

Latest returns tonight indicate that 
the Legislature will stand about as fol- 
lows: Farmers and farmer Democrats, 
73; straight Democrats, 59; Republi- 
cans, 15. 

The Constitution which the granger 
Legislature will revise the State laws 
for prohibits lotteries, trusts to control 
prices, and provides for. the stringent 
oversight of railroads by a commis- 
sion. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 3.—Several gen-

THE CONVERSION OF LONDON, 


Effect on England's History of the Teach- 
ings of the Early Church. 

London was converted in A. D. 604. 
The citizens relapsed, it is true, but they 
were again converted, and then, in sober 
earnest, put away their old gods, keep- 
ing,only a few of the more favorite su- 
perstitions. Some of these remain still 
with us. They were so thoroughly con- 
verted that the city of London became a 
veritable mother of saints. 

There was the venerable Erkenwald— 
saint and bishop—he who built Bishops- 
gate on the site of the old Roman gate; 
there was St. Ethelburga, the wife of 
Sebert, the first Christian king—her 
church still - stands, close beside the site 
of the old gate; there was St. Osyth— 
queen and martyr—the mother of King 
Offa—her name also survives in Size, or 
St. Osyth’s lane, but the church of St. 
Osyth was fededicated to St. Ben’et 


may see the little old churchyard still, 
black and grimy, surrounded on three 
sides by tall houses. 

English piety 
churches to English saints—more likely 
these than Italian or French to look 
after the national interests. Thus there 
were in London churches dedicated to 
St. Dunstan, St. Swithin, St. Botolph 
(whose affection for the citizens was so 
well known that it was recognized by 
four churches), St. Edmund the Martyr, 
and later on, when the Danes got their 
turn, churches to St. Olaf and St. Mag- 
nus. 

The Englishman, thus converted, was 
received into the company of civilized 
nations. Scholars came across the Chan- 
nel to teach him Latin, monks came to 
teach him the life of self sacrifice, obedi- 
ence, submission and -abstinence. The 
monastery reared its humble walls every- 
where—the first foundation of the first 
Bishop of London was a monastery. In 
time of war the monasteries were spared. 
Therefore the people settled around them 
and enjoyed their protection. The mon- 
asfery towns grew rapidly and prospered. 
New arts were introduced and taught by 
the monks; new ideas sprang up among 
the people; new wants were created. 
Moreover, intercourse began with other 
nations; the ecclesiastic who journeyed 
to Rome took with hima goodly troop 
of priests, monks and laymen; they saw 
strange lands and observed strange cus- 
toms.— Walter Besant in Harper's.

THE RAILROADS. 


Mr. Huntington Writes Some 
Very Interesting Letters. 


SCHEMES OF SOUTHERN PACIFIC 


Movements at Santa Monica—Santa 
Fe Affairs—Big Engines for the 
Southern Pacific~—Gen- 
eral Notes. 


The rumors of impending changes in 
Southern Pacific management that have 
been rife for several weeks, lend much in- 
terest to several letters written by President 
C. P. Huntington and printed in full in the 
San Francisco Examiner ‘ef Sunday. Ina 
letter to Senator Stanford the intentions of 
Mr. Huntington with regard to his nephew 
are put forth with characteristic terseness 
and a flavor of sarcasm, “I should not 
think, he says, “of sending my nephew to 
California without a full consultation with 
the directors, whatever I might do with 
some other than arelatiye of my own.”’ And 
again, may add that if I should send any- 
body-out there it would not be at a salary 
of $50,000a year, which is preposterous.” 
Mr. Liuntington pays a high tribute to the 
ability of Messrs, Towne and Stubbs. He 
considers them “about perfect in their man- 
agement,’ which, coming from so astute 
and experienced an authority as Mr, Hun- 
tington, will doubtless be highly gratifying 
to those gentlemen. In his letter to Col, 
Crocker on the subject of the consolidation 
of the Coast lines with the Pacific system 
aud the retirement of Manager Bassett, Mr. 
liuatington displays a vein of humor which 
no one ever suspected him of possessing. 
After explaining that the change had been 
previoasiy discussed and could not, there- 
fora, have been sach a_ surprise 
as Col, Crocker claimed in a publisned 
taterview, Mr. Hustington says: “1 did 
suppose, andl think now, that if you had 
told Mr, Bassett that you would like to have 
him to continue to work the division, the 
same as be had been doing, excepting that 
he was merely to report to the genera! man- 
ager, he woaild have done so; but it seems 
that you followed another course, and per- 
haps itis just as wei!. as the same paper 
states that -Mr. Bassett has ‘extensive 
interests of his own, to which he will 
devote his attention,’ referring par- 
ticularly to the San José Imprevement 
Company, in which Mr. Bassstt is a 
‘heavy stockholder.’ I understand algothat 
he has a large interest with the Loma 
Prieta Lumber Company, and also in the 
Southern Pacific Miiling Company, so that 
with these large interests to attend to very 
likely it would be better for him and as well 
forthe raiigoad company that he should 
have resigned, and very likely it will be 
more satisfaetory to him, as itis no doubt 
somewhat difficult for a maa to occupy the 
relations that he has, too, as manager of a 
raiisoad owned by others transporting large 
tonnage that he would necessarily have to 
transport for the said railroad, Which ton- 
nage belong to himself. but certainly with 
this wonderful thrift that has followea him 
since he came to the railroad company, he 
cannot complain that he bas not had oppor- 
tunities for acquiring wealth sufiicient to 
allow him to retire from this position with- 
out fear of coming to want,”’ 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC AND SANTA MONICA. 

The Southern Pacific Company is inaugu- 
rating some more or less important work at 
Santa Monica, as is proven by the fact that 
acorps of engineers and assistants, num- 
bering eighteen in all, with instruments, 
camp equipage, etc., are now there, pre- 

ring todo some surveying. In tie Santa 

onica correspondence of this paper allu- 
sion has frequently been made to a contem- 
plated move of the Southern Pacific at that 
point, and rumors are now becoming facis. 
The camping ground ot the outfit has been 
selected in the Old Santa Monica Cajion, 
andthe tents pitched, This morniog the 
work of running the lines and staking 
off the ground will begin. The South- 
érpn Pacific Company bas bonded 
Santa Monica Heighis, cousisting . of 
260 acres of land immediately north 
of the bie caiion, but it appears there is 
some hitch in the title which will no doubt 
be satisfactorily arranged. Manuel Mar- 
quez has granted right-of-way in front of 
his lands next north of the cafion. Fucther 
up the coast Pasqual Marquez has bonded 
to tne company thirty acres of land at the 
moutb of Santa Inez Caflon, about a mile 
north of the big cailun; and also certain 
water privileges. Atthe mouth of Sania 
Monica Cation, George Grumminger has 
hiny right-of-way across eight acres of 
and leased by him for eight years. The 
short line (a mileanda haif.) wich will 
connect fthe Southern Pacific road with 
the proposed vbarf, is expected to start 
froma pointmear the freight depot, and 
pass throezh a tunnel coming out 
on the egge of the 
music stand, apd upon an easy side cut 
reach the desired level on the beach and 
‘proceed thence along the base of the high 
bluff to the wharf, which wi'l be projecte:t 
into the ccean ata peint near and north of 
the mouth of the Oid Santa Monjca Cafion. 
There is little of a definite character to be 
said about this scheme. Nota single fact 
has been learned wiich goes to verify the 
much-boasted discovery that the.interests of 
Messrs. Jones and Baker in the Saa Vicente 
rancho have been purchased by the railway 
people.
